In tukivg this step I ueed not conceal that, in
counection with the meotnl process through
which I hive passed in ranching the conclusion

fained.”  ‘Thoat this s to be understood ns |
couferring n pricstly eharacter autd enjoining
speerdotn] fopetions g made, as 1 conceive,

mole and more appurent At every step as we
proceed o this development of olliclal charac.
ter, o the “tfhee of Iondtitution” (L 18 specil-
cully asserted, in the words of the bishop to 1he
presbyier to be instituted, “We do hereby * = #
grunt vnto  you aothority to  perform the
oilice of a priest in the — parich or chureh,
possessed ol full power Lo pertorm every act
of eacerdotal function among the people™

The proper accompaniment ol the charucter

here detned is, I cousidery obvlously furnishe
—an altar, In the groupiug of the oflieiating
churacters ia this service it is sald:—="Toe
wurdens (or, in their absence, two, wembers ot
the vesiry) shull stand on the right und leit of
the aliar, without the ralls,” ele., and the min-
ister mtter institution being us prescribed by the
Ruobrie, brought withia the rail eucircling the
:\ttnr.‘lt proceeds to say, ‘'sball koeel at the
altar,’
«~ What remgins vow s an offering, which 1
think no oneé cnwreasonably doubt is (urnished
in the commumon oflice, & porgion of which is
expresaly ealled the »ublation.” All, I suppose,
clearly understand oblutiou Lo mean an otiering
—a gacritiee.  Taken in its nataral and histori-
cal sense, this obidtion prayer ean only be
understood to teach that the Lord's SBupper is
pul ouly u memerial, but u sucritdce, Inglancing
buck over Lhils we shall od, 1 thiok, tully pre-
sented, first, 4 priest, in the sacerdotn]l sende;
sccond, au altar, on which the sacritice is to be
offered; sud Gually, an effering, to be presented
1o God in the scuse of a sucrilice,

sal! jurther, ng we advance from this point,
we find this encerdotal churncter sustaiped in
the execution of these lunctions—the exercige of
the power of sbsolution, ln furnishing the
proper formulary the Rubric proceeds Lo give its
authorized title—"I'he Declaration of Absolution
or Bemission of Sins"—aud in the ordiuation
serviga tor priests, sirendy quoted;, ths i« pre-
scited us the first und most prowinent pricstly
act and duty, which in the Rubric here s ex-
nessly assigned to the “‘pmest slone—not &
Iuympm. not a denzon, but one ovly who has
bevn inverted with the priestly ciaracter,

These oflices and teachives, I think, make it
platp, that as & minister in the Episcoput Chureh,
1 uwm practionlly clnimivg to be o sacerdotal
charagier professipg these priestly functivps—
oflering up a saerifice in the Lord's SBupper, wad
having power Lo lorgive gins,

Recond—In some parlions of the prayer book,
literally and historieally interpreted, the doc
trine ol sacramentul ellicaey iz, 1 think, sel
forth too plainly to be Joubted, First, jn the
baptismol office, [t 1s clearly apparent, 14 the
prayer of econsearation, for iasiance, we are
wirde 1o pray that wator may be saactided to
the “mystical washing away of sin”—words
cxpressive ol magicul eificscy.
